cushion. 

The contest was nip and 
tuck for the first half as the 
Red Devils and Rayders were 
both unable to get any sort of 
run together as the two 
struggled to find an offensive 
rhythm against the tough de- 
fense of their opponent. 

East Jordan was able to 
limit Stuck to just three 
points in the first 16 minutes
